In a previous traffic talk I pointed 
out the need for a d fy planning 
commission. 
Iii thus talk I want to 
point how such a commission should 
proceed. 
T o begin with huge maps of the 
city should be obtained and placed 
Side by side on walls so that til 
streets and arteries of the city can 
Ik* seen and studied at a glance. 
Secondly counts should be rn dr 
of pedestrian anti motor vehicular 
and Imrse-drawn traffic at the busi­ 
est points of the street and the 
density of traffic indicated on the 
maps by different colors. 
Studies should he made to see 
where the most traffic comes from 
and where it Is going and at what 
h o u r s it is the densest. 
Thirdly 
a 
stm iv 
of 
accidents 
should i e made and with different 
colored pins these accidents .should 
be marked on the maps for a period 
of time, preferably one month. 
In New York such a study re­ 
vealed an unusually large number 
o f injuries to children 
in certain 
.sections of tile E ast Side of New 
York. 
The study showed flint while 
there were playgrounds nearby the 
children preferred to play in the 
streets.

Suppose someone were asked to 
lay out a city,

four and sir; lines of traffic at least. 
There would be separate areas for 
the slower moving vehicles and spe­ 
cial areas 
for 
the faster 
moving 
motor cars.

Probably not. 
With so many more 
people riding th n heretofore it is 
reasonable to assume that less room 
would be devoted to pedestrians.

Naval Aviators Must Be Men 
of Marked Ability in Force

Communication by radio is estab- j 
fished between naval airplanes and all J 
types of naval craft, even submarines j 
operating under the surface of the sea. 
Naval airplanes are launched from 
submarines, 
from 
battleships, from 
dirigibles, and from airplane carriers, 
on whose decks airplanes also may 
alight, but with a 60 foot runway in­ 
stead of a large field to land upon. 
An important factor in airplane 
operations at sea is the smoke screen, 
and a thorough knowledge of the 
science relating to this is essential. 
Furthermore, the navy flier must un­ 
derstand gas bombs, the navy using 
bombs of sufficient phosphorous con­ 
tent, when exploded over a battleship, 
to annihilate the whole crew. 
The 
planes also discharge torpedoes. 
Another problem in operation, Cap­ 
tain Craven said, is the destructive 
effect of salt air on airplanes and j 
their material, this not only requiring j 
great care and attention to the condi­ 
tion of the planes, but the development 
of collapsible craft that may be taken 
down and stowed away below decks 
and protected from the elements. 


Los Angeles.—Up in the air in the 
navy is a man’s sized job, it was de­ 
clared by Captain Thomas T. Craven, 
U. S. N., commandant of the North 
Island Naval Air Station in San 
Diego, in a recent address before the 
Los Angeles sector, Association of the 
Army of the United States. The dif­ 
ferences between the operations of the 
land and sea services in the air were 
vividly described in the light of the ex­ 
pert knowledge required of a naval 
flier to meet the great number of 
peculiar problems not faced by shore 
aviators. 
After having passed the physical 
and expert qualification for a flier, the 
naval aviator must become a proficient 
radio operator, 20 words a minute 
sending and receiving. Then he must 
be a nautical navigator, an expert in 
gas explosives, and understand the 
theory of operations of battleships, de­ 
stroyers and submarines, for when he 
leaves his ship station his station also 
moves away, and not only m ust he 
know how to find it, but must appre­ 
ciate its movements so not to injure
